Claim 3: A tee for use at the inlet or outlet of a septic tank, the tee comprising: 

an elongated generally cylindrical injection molded plastic main body portion defining a 

tubular opening, the tubular opening being adapted to receive a filter therein; 

a cylindrical injection molded plastic uppermost hub coaxial with said elongated main 

body portion and having an inner diameter greater than the diameter of the elongated main body 

portion; 

an inlet/outlet port in communication with the tubular opening, the inlet/outlet port 
having an inlet/outlet hub at an open end thereof, said inlet/outlet hub having a diameter sized so 
as to receive a pipe of a first outer diameter and being adaptable to receive a pipe of a second 
outer diameter, said diameter of the inlet/outlet hub being greater than the diameter of the 
elongated main body portion; 

a first injection molded plastic rib extending generally longitudinally along said 
elongated injection molded plastic main body portion; 

a second injection molded plastic rib extending generally longitudinally along said 
elongated injection molded plastic main body portion, wherein said first and second injection 
molded plastic ribs extend outwardly from an outer wall of the elongated injection molded 
plastic main body portion and said uppermost hub; and Th e t ee of claim 2, furth e r including 

seams coextending with said first and second ribs. 
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Claim 4 (Canceled). 

Claim 5: A tee for use at the inlet or outlet of a septic tank, the tee comprising: 

an elongated generally cylindrical injection molded plastic main body portion defining a 

tubular opening, the tubular opening being adapted to receive a filter therein; 

a cylindrical injection molded plastic uppermost hub coaxial with said elongated main 

body portion and having an inner diameter greater than the diameter of the elongated main body 

portion; 

an inlet/outlet port in communication with the tubular opening, the inlet/outlet port 
having an inlet/outlet hub at an open end thereof, said inlet/outlet hub having a diameter sized so 
as to receive a pipe of a first outer diameter and being adaptable to receive a pipe of a second 
outer diameter, said diameter of the inlet/outlet hub being greater than the diameter of the 
elongated main body portion; and Th e t ee of claim 1, furth e r comprising 

at least two horizontal reinforcement ribs on an outer wall of the elongated main body 
portion. 

Claims 6-22 (Canceled). 

Claim 23 (Previously presented): A tee for use at the inlet or outlet of a septic tank, the tee 
comprising: 

an elongated generally cylindrical injection molded plastic main body portion defining a 
tubular opening, the tubular opening being adapted to receive a filter therein; 
a cylindrical injection molded plastic uppermost hub coaxial with said elongated injection 
molded plastic main body portion and having an inner diameter greater than a diameter of the 
elongated injection molded plastic main body portion; 
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an inlet/outlet port in communication with the tubular opening, the inlet/outlet port 
having an inlet/outlet hub at an open end thereof, said inlet/outlet hub having a diameter sized so 
as to receive a pipe of a first outer diameter and being adaptable to receive a pipe of a second 
outer diameter, said diameter of the inlet/outlet hub being greater than the diameter of the 
elongated injection molded plastic main body portion; 

an outer wall on said elongated injection molded plastic main body portion; and 

at least one horizontal reinforcing rib on said outer wall. 
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
